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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


I  am  pleased  to  return  to  the  North  Country  after  an 
absence  of  many  years.  I  welcome  the  opportunity  to 
serve  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


I  find  it  interesting  to  see  that  the  problems  of 
North  Country  education  have  not  changed  signifi- 
cantly over  the  years.  We  are  still  struggling,  not 
only  to  maintain  programs,  but  also  to  find  the 
financial  resources  to  improve  in  all  areas  and  meet 
minimum  requirements. 


In  recent  years  the  standards  to  meet  minimum  re- 
quirements have  increased  and  it  is  becoming  more 
difficult  simply  to  maintain  approved  public  schools, 
but  it  is  our  responsibility  to  do  so.  In  fact,  the 
task  of  your  elected  board  members  and  the  school 
staff  is  to  set  the  direction  and  establish  the 
priorities  so  we  can  all  work  together  cooperatively 
to  provide  educational  opportunities  for  our  youth 
that  are  better  than  minimum   -  better  than  adequate. 


To  have  a  good  school  system,  we  need  good  teachers. 
We  must  continue  to  actively  recruit,  attract,  and 
retain  certified,  qualified  educators  to  ensuresome 
degree  of  continuity  in  our  programs.  Though  it  is 
difficult  for  the  districts  of  SAU  #7  to  establish 
salaries  similar  to  those  offered  in  other  communi- 
ties, we  must  remain  reasonably  competitive  and 
consider  offering  other  incentives. 


Our  school  facilities  must  be  such  that  they  are  not 
only  safe  for  our  children,  but  they  must  be  access- 
ible to  the  handicapped  and  large  enough  to  accommo- 
date programs,  staff,  and  students  simply  to  at  least 
comply  with  minimum  standards. 
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Elected  board  members,  various  volunteers  serving  on 
study  committees  and  school  officials  have  been  con- 
sidering various  alternatives  relative  to  school  fa- 
cilities in  Colebrook  for  a  number  of  years.  It  is  a 
fact  that  the  present  buildings  are  not  adequate 
nor  can  we  be  in  compliance  with  various  laws  and 
regulations  by  doing  nothing! 


We  must  come  to  grips  with  the  reality  that  monies 
must  be  appropriated.  It  is  up  to  all  of  us  as 
citizens,  voters,  and  taxpayers  to  discuss  the  issues 
and  decide  if  we  are  going  to  act  now  for  the 
future  or  wait  until  the  crisis  worsens  and  then 
react.  To  do  nothing  is  not,  in  my  view,  a  reason- 
able alternative.

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COORDINATOR  OF  SPECIAL  SERVICES 

Special  Education  services  have  not  changed  during 
the  year.  Pittsburg  has  a  self-contained  classroom, 
a  resource  room,  and  three  days  of  speech  therapy. 
Stewartstown  has  a  combination  self  -  contained/ 
resource  room  and  two  days  of  speech  therapy. 
Colebrook  has  three  resource  rooms,  a  self-contained 
classroom  and  three  days  of  speech  therapy.  There 
are  several  students  who  received  related  services 
such  as  transportation,  occupational  therapy  and 
physical  therapy. 

The  special  education  needs  of  the  students  within 
S  A  U  #7  are  quite  varied.  The  resource  room  is  used 
by  those  students  who  need  less  than  50%  of  the  day 
in  special  services.  The  self-contained  classroom  is 
used  by  students  who  need  special  services  50%  of  the 
day  or  more.  When  students  have  handicapping  condi- 
tions which  are  severe,  their  needs  might  not  be  met 
within  the  districts'  programs.  In  these  cases, 
out  -  of  -  district  placements  are  sought  when  all 
available  local  resources  have  been  exhausted.  Cur- 
rently there  are  three  students  in  S  A  U  #7  out-of- 
district  placements. 

At  both  the  State  and  Federal  level,  heavy  emphasis 
through  mandates  and  legislation  is  being  placed  on 
serving  children  within  the  0-6  year  old  population. 
This  is  not  surprising,  considering  the  overwhelming 
amount  of  growth,  development,  learning  and  acquisi- 
tion of  knowledge  that  occurs  during  the  first  six 
years  of  one's  life.

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GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR'S  REPORT 


Prior  to  the  opening  of  school,  the  Guidance  Office 
experienced  a  good  cleaning  out.   The  result  is  that 
all  Guidance  materials  are  up-to-date,  relevant,  and 
easilyaccessible. 


Following  the  opening  of  school  and  accompanying 
schedule  adjustments,  we  were  soon  into  the  state 
mandated  testing  of  our  Sophomores.   This  went 
smoothly  for  the  first  time  around,  and  we  were  lucky 
enough  not  to  have  any  absentees.   Grades  four  and 
eight  at  the  elementary  school  were  also  tested. 
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Juniors  were  also  given  a  workshop  on  post-secondary 
decision  making  and  planning.   The  PSAT/NMSQT  was 
administered  in  October,  with  one  of  our  students 
qualifying  as  a  National  Merit  Semifinalist.   The 
Japan  -  U.S.  Senate  Scholarship  Program  chose  one  of 
our  Juniors  to  spend  part  of  the  summer  in  Japan,  and 
two  others  spent  part  of  the  summer  at  advanced 
studies  programs  at  St.  Paul's  School  and  Washington 
andLeeUniversity. 
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Eighth  grade  students  learned  about  various  careers 
first  hand  as  many  members  of  our  community 
volunteered  their  time  to  speak  with  them  and 
participate  in  a  question  and  answer  period.   In  late 
spring,  we  worked  on  scheduling  and  adjustment  for 
the  coming  year  at  Colebrook  Academy.   A  meeting  was 
held  for  parents  to  ask  any  questions  regarding 
scheduling  and  placement  for  ninth  grade. 


Many  hours  of  the  spring  and  on  into  the  summer  were 
consumed  by  the  scheduling  process.   The  Master 
Schedule  was  revised  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
coming  year,  individual  student  schedules  plugged 
into  it,  and  any  conflicts  worked  out. 


In  restropect,  I  view  my  first  year  in  the  Colebrook 
Academy  Guidance  Department  as  professionally  solid 
and  personally  satisfying.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

Health  has  a  direct  relationship  to  a  person's 
quality  of  life.   The  World  Health  Organization 
asserted  that  "health  is  a  state  of  complete 
physical,  mental,  and  social  well  being  and  not 
merely  the  absence  of  disease  or  infirmity." 
Accordingly,  school  health  strives  to  promote, 
provide,  and  maintain  just  such  objectives. 

This  year  Dr.  David  Goodman,  certified  pediatrician, 
provided  professional  medical  advice  and  services  as 
our  new  physician. 

Added  to  the  school  health  program  this  year  was  the 
State  required  health  education  course.   By  198S  ail 
students  at  the  high  school   level  will  need  this 
health  credit  to  receive  their  diploma. 
Unfortunately  due  to  the  extra  time  required  in 
curriculum  development  and  class  preparation  and 
presentation,  screening  for  vision,  hearing,  heights, 
weights,  etc....  that  is  usually  done  every  year  for 
each  student  was  limited.   A  request  for  a  health 
aide  for  86-87  has  been  submitted  to  the  School  Board 
to  help  alleviate  this  problem. 

Also  this  year.  Family  Life  Education,  previously 
taught  to  grades  8  and  10  by  Valerie  Herres  from  our 
local  Family  Planning  Clinic,  was  eliminated.   With 
her  help  the  program  was  incorporated  into  the  health 
class  at  the  Academy. 

On  a  positive  note,  the  Pre-School  Vision  and  Hearing 
Clinic  for  children  ages  four  through  six  was  very 
successful  again  this  year.   Colebrook  Academy 
students  and  their  advisors,  Miss  Twombly,  Mrs.  Hart, 
and  Mr.  Hosie,  sponsored  the  event  for  S  A  U  #7. 
This  included  mailings,  advertising,  providing  snacks 
for  youngsters  and  parents  as  well  as  actual 
screening.   I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all 
these  terrific  students  and  their  teachers. 

Another  positive  this  year  is  the  completion  of  two 
CPR  courses  at  the  Academy.   We  now  have  several  high 
school  students  capable  of  saving  lives  with  their 
skills  as  certified  CPR  providers. 
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The  Division  of  Public  Health  Services,  Bureau  of 
Communicable  Diseases,  sent  a  representative  again 
this  year  to  do  an  on-site  audit  on  the  immunization 
status  of  our  students.   There  was  a  marked 
improvement  on  the  required  immunizations  being  met 
for  first  graders  entering  the  Colebrook  School 
System  this  year,  and  I  would  personally  like  to 
thank  the  parents  for  a  job  well  done. 


Scoliosis  screening  was  done  in  grades  5,  6,  7,  &  8 
as  required.   Dr.  David  Goodman  then  rechecked  those 
students  with  a  possible  curve  and  those  students  who 
are  followed  twice  a  year  with  minor  curvatures. 
Referrals  were  made  when  necessary. 


In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  those  in  the 
community  who  have  helped  me  in  any  way  this  year  and 
extend  an  invitation  to  any  parent  to  call  or  visit 
the  nurse's  office  any  time.

COLEBROOK/COLUMBIA  CHAPTER  I  REPORT 

Stanford  Diagnostic  Reading  Tests  which  measure  the 
major  components  of  the  reading  process  are 
administered  to  all  Chapter  I  participants  each  fall 
and  again  in  the  spring. 

The  primary  purpose  of  this  testing  is  to  identify 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  children  in  the  program. 
Test  results  are  used  to  challenge  students  who  are 
doing  well  in  certain  reading  skills  and  provide 
special  help  for  others  who  lack  some  of  the 
essential  reading  skills.   They  are  also  used  to 
provide  information  as  to  the  effectiveness  of  the 
Chapter  I  Instructional  Program. 

Several  types  of  scores  can  be  obtained  from  this 
testing,  but  only  the  following  are  used  in  the 
Chapter  I  evaluating  process.   A  Progress  Indicator 
cutoff  score  for  each  skill  is  used  to  identify  those 
children  who  have  or  have  not  demonstrated  sufficient 
competence  in  specific  reading  skills  to  make 
satisfactory  progress  in  the  school's  regular 
developmental  reading  programs. 

Percentile  ranks  which  range  from  a  low  of  one  to   a 
high  of  99,  with  50  representing  the  middle  score  and 
indicating  average  performance  are  used  to  determine 
those  in  most  need  of  help  in  the  reading  area. 

Grade  equivalents  are  used  to  relate  children's 
scores  to  the  expected  level  of  performance  in 
specified  grades  tested  in  a  given  month  of  the 
school  year. 

Grade  equivalents  can  be  misleading  if  their  meaning 
is  not  clearly  understood.   For  example,  if  a  second 
grader  earns  a  grade  equivalent  of  3.5  on  this  test, 
it  means  that  the  child's  score  was  about  the  same  as 
what  the  typical  score  of  third  graders  would  have 
been  had  they  been  tested  with  the  same  second  grade 
level  test  in  late  January  or  February.   A  grade  of 
equivalent  of  3.5  does  not  imply  that  the  second 
grade  child  has  the  reading  skills  ordinarily 
acquired  by  the  middle  of  the  third  grade. 
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A  score  called  a  normal  curve  equivalent  is  also 
obtained  from  the  percentile  rank  and  is  used  for 
research  purposes  at  the  local,  state,  and  federal 
levels. 

It  is  this  score  that  determines  actual  student 
progress  and  program  effectiveness. 

Levels  of  reading  performance  to  be  met  are 
determined  at  the  state  level 

73  children  participated  in  this  year's  reading 
program.   I  am  happy  to  report  that  100  percent  of 
the  participants  met  the  projected  gains  and  that  85 
percent  were  well  above. 

Due  to  a  decrease  in  available  classroom  space  the 
six-week  pre-school  program  was  not  conducted  this 
spring.   Until  we  have  more  space,  I  do  not  foresee 
being  able  to  resume  this  educational  activity. 

In  May,  the  children  displayed  their  talents  through 
dance,  singing,  and  acting  in  a  public  presentation.
